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PREFACE. 


In  presenting  my  twenty  first  and  final  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Bcrcugh,  the  observation  may  be  allowed 
m©  that  Public  Health  work  is  altruistic  in  as  much  as  tangible 
results  can  usually  be  measured  only  by  generations,  and  we  as 
individuals  pass  with  the  generations.  Twenty  one  years  is  the 
major  part  of  one  such  period,  and  it  would  have  been  in  the  next 
few  years  that  a  true  perspective  might  have  been  obtained  of 
progress  in  communal  standards.  Unfortunately,  having  barelv 
recovered  from  one  international  holocaust,  the  country  find3  itself 
emoro.Lj.ed  in  a  worse,  and  the  repercussion  on  some  aspects  of 
national  health  is  bound  to  show  itself  in  time,  although  so  far  the 
general  picture  has  been,  under  all  circumstances,  heartening.
